First Egyptian

Israeli armed forces yesterday 
began pulling back from their 
deepest penetration positions west 
of the Suez Canal. 

An Egyptian military spokes- 
man yesterday said that Israel's 
withdrawal in the current fares 
will include pulling back forces 
from an area stretching between 
Shalloufa north of Suez to De- 
versoir, where the Israel forces 
broke through across the north- 
ern top of the Bitter Lake and 
into the west bank in October. 
The area includes Fayid which 
bas a major Egyptian airport. 

The completion of the second stage 
would limit Israel's presence on the 
western bank to a shrunken area 
south of Ismailiya. The complete 
evacuation of that territory might 
Bil take place before the schedu- 
led February 21 date, providing the 
Egyptians complete thinning out the 
Second Army in the north, leaving 
a total of only 7,000 troops along 
the eastern bank of the Suez Canal 
under the disengazement planned 
to be carried out in full by March 5. 

On completion of the first phase 
of disengagement on Monday night. 
Israel army units pulled back to 
points three kms. north of the Suez- 
Cairo road to dig in along its en- 
tire length. While they still have 
the road within easy mortar and 
artillery range and at many places 
within thelr direct line of observa- 
tion, Unef units have occupied the 
area between them and the high- 
way. 

The thinning out of the Egyptian 
forces on the east bank of the 
Suez Canal should have begun yes- 
terday. Army circles here believed 
that the Egyptians were living up 
to thelr obligations under the se- 
paration of forces agreement, but 
newsmen were advised by Israeli 
military sources to ask the U.N. 
spokesman for information. 

The Egyptians sent long supply 
and relief columns to Suez city and 
the Third Army yesterday. The army 
was supplied by amphibious vessels 
of all types — operating a shuttle 
service hetween the city quays and 
the forces on the east side.

HAIFA. — The Institute of London 
Underwriters, which last Friday 
halved the war risk insurance pre-

6 years for killing 
man who whistled 
at his sister 


TEL AVIV. — A Taivibe resident 
who stabbed to death a friend who 
whistled at his sister was sentenced 
yesterday to six years imprigon- 
ment by the Te) Aviv District Court. 

The defendant, Hassan Haj Yehia, 
was first accused of murder in the 
death last April of Nabil Hassan 
Masarwah. But the charge was 
changed to manslaughter in a closed 
session after the defence argued 
that Yehia had confessed under 
pressure of the police and village 
leaders, 

On Apri! 30 of last year Masar- 
weh whistled at Aisha Haj Yehia, 
who immediately told her brother 
ef the incident, adding that he 
had done so previously. A fight en- 
sued between the two men and 
Yehia stabbed Masarweh in the chest 
with a kitchen knife. The wounded 
man died on the way to the hos- 
pital. 

The prosecutor asked for a 12- 
year sentence, on grounds that there 
had been no reconciliation ceremony 
between the two families and that 
a reduction in sentence would cause 
further trouble. The court set the 
sentence at six years and notified 
prison officials that Yehia suffers 
from heart trouble and needs cons- 
tant medical attenion. tItims

ROME (Reuter). — The trial of 
American writer Robert Katz and 
Italian film producer Carlo Ponti 
on charges of defaming the late 
Pope Pius X11 in a film was yester- 
day postponed for two weeks. 

Defence lawyer Emanuel MHolino 
told the court that documents Katz 
needed to support his case had not 
yet arrived from abroad.

British author 
HLE. Bates dies 


CANTERBURY, England (AP). — 
H. EB. Bates, the British author who 
brought the wildness of war and 
the peace of the English countryside 
to his readers throughout the world, 
died in Canterbury Hospital yester- 
day. at the age of 88. 

Bates — the celebrated initials 
stood for Herbert Ernest — became 
a writer in 1926 after being fired as 
a clerk in a leather factory. He 
produced more than 20 novels and 
scores of short stories. His works 
were translated into 16 languages 
and many were made into successful 
films and television dramas. 

During World War ID he wrote 
under the pen-name of Flying Of- 
ficer X. After the war he traded 
heroism for rural tales haunted by 
a melancholy charm, like “The 
Triple Echo" and “The Watercress 
Girl."

Misunderstanding No. 4: If Arab 
oil is not avafiable it would take 
many years to replace it with other 
oil sources or with oil substitutes. 


MAss people have heard that 
the Arabs own over half of the 
world’s oil reserves and that much 
of the planned growth of the oil 
industry was expected to come from 
Arab countries. It is therefore wide- 
ly assumed that in the short-run 
Arab oil can not be replaced and 
that if it is available it must be 
bought at almost any price. 

At least in physical or technolo- 
gical terms this is a mistake. 
Since non-Arab sources supply two- 
thirds of the free world’s oil needs, 
these sources would only need to ex- 
pand production by 50 per cent to 
replace aii Arab oil. In 1972 the 
Arab countries produced about 5.2 
billion barrels and the non-Commu- 
nist, non-Arab countries about 9.5 
billion barrels. 

It is physically possible to in- 
crease production sufficiently from 
known non-Arab oil fields to re- 
place Arab oil within three years. 
Essentially this ts because oll pro- 
duction like any other production 
process can de speeded up if you 
can afford to spend more money. 
Since production costs have been 
very low compared to current oil 
prices, the West can clearly afford 
to pay a lot more for oil that is 
brought on to the market quickly 
to break the Arab oil weapon. 

In thinking about the time-factor, 
it Is important to get away from 
visualizing oil as being found in 
pools and just pumped out, like 
sucking a soft drink from the 
bottle with a straw. In point of 
fact, an oi] deposit is a complicat- 
ed mess of oil, rock, sand, air, gas 
and water. In some ways it is 
better to think of it in the terms 
of an underground factory produc- 
ing oil. Generally, less than half of 
the oil in any deposit is taken out. 
The rest either can't be taken out 
or else it costs more to do so than 
the oil is worth, or at least more 
than it used to be worth 


Proved reserves in the non-Arab 
free world are now about 220 bii- 
lion barrels (of which about 37 bil- 
lion barrels are in the U.S.). These 
reserves’ only include oil in specific 
known fields where there has been 
sufficient drilling for a geologist to 
make a good estimate of what can 
be taken out at current prices with 
current technology. It 1s oi! that 
doesm't have to be looked for — it is 
there to be taken out. 

Normally. when an oil field is 
brought into production the engi- 
neers make extensive calculations of 
the best way to get the oll out. They 
have to decide how many wells to 
drili, how much pumping, what — 
if any — auxiliary methods (such 
as gas drive) should be used to 
push the oil out, how fast to get 
ol] out, etc. The “correct” answer 
depends on the current and future 
price of oil, interest rates, the com- 
pany’s marketing situation, and so 
on. Usually the operation is organiz- 
ed 90 that the ofl is taken out in 
about 12-15 years. But almost 
any field can be stripped faster than 
originally planned.

Emergency production 


In the first place, many oil ex- 
perts probably don't realize how 
much they can produce in an emer- 
gency. They are conscious of how 
hard they had to work to increase 
production 85 much as they have 


‘in recent years (about seven per 


cent per year world-wide, 25 per 
eent per year in Saudi Arabia). 
This is a standard kind of blind- 
ness; for example, the U.S. aircraft 
industry vastly underestimated how 
many planes it could produce in 
World War ΤΙ (the Japanese had a 
better estimate before the war of 
bow many planes the U.S. would 
produce than the U.S. had). 
Secondly, the oil can only be 
produced if the oil companies spend 
tremendous amounts of money do- 
ing everything on an emergency 
basis..They cannot spend this kind

Menuhins’ peak 
performance

[HE jomt recital by Yehudi Me- 
nuhin and his son Jeremy ‘Mann 
Auditorium, Tel Aviv, January 26) 
was the highlight of the Menuhin 
family’s visit here, Both father and 
son reached a peak far above their 
other performances. 


The first item, Beethoven’s C 
minor Sonata, was slightly open to 
criticism. Although Jeremy grasped 
the dramatic content of the sonata, 
his approach was too direct and, in 
a way, a little aggressive, while the 
elder Mehuhin seemed unwilling to 
emulate this youthful vigour. They 
reached full technical unity but were 
not united in spirit. 


The Bartok Piano Sonata was 2 
great improvement on the Bartok 
we heard at Jeremy's recital at the 
Museum and he gave the work a 
powerful and authoritative read- 
ing. The Cesar Franck Sonata was 
superb, both parts flowing into each 
other in gentle melodic curves and 
softly coloured sonorities. The slow 
Taovement was permeated with a 
sadness of intoxicating sweetness. 


The enthusiastic reaction of the 
audience inspired the artists to give 
three encores, all fascinating — 2 
Rondo fram Mozart's A major So- 
Nata, played with silvery purity of 
tone and pearly detail; a magnifi- 
eent slaw msvement from Beethoven's 
Violin Sonata No. 6; and, finally, 
a completely balanced repetition of 
a movement from Beethoven's open- 
ing C minor Sonata.

Unlinked loans 


While most of the State's debt is 
linked to the Col, the loans 
granted by the State and its agen- 
cles are not Mnked. Moreover, only 
part of the funds borrowed has 
been used for the creation of as- 
sets, A substantial part has been 
spent for current services — de- 
fence or civil. In point of fact, our 
economy is steadily subsidized by 
the public sector, and its heavy 


borrowing — both at home and pe 


abroad — is partly used just to 
finance that subsidy, Clearly, with- 
out that subsidy the wage and price 
inflation would never have reached 
its present pitch — which only 
partly reflects the higher cost of 
our imports. The snowballing rise 
of our internal debt is therefore ac- 
companied by an increasing im- 
balance between the public and the 
private sectors, between our financial 


>, commitments and our real resources. 


Of course, the State can always 


obtain the funds it needs for meet- 
ing its obligations —- if not by 
taxes, then by loans, and in the . 
last resort by printing money. But - 
if it proceeds with borrowing — ἡ 
whether from the public or from - 
the central benk — inflation will 
gather pace until it gets out οὗ. 
hand (as it almost has by now). 
If the State resorts to taxation the 
inflationary bubble must be pricked, 
and the people's purchasing power 
effectively reduced. Imposing heavier 
taxes while the present ones are 
already top-heavy and anti-produc- 
tive is not an encouraging prospect. 
Nor can the government expect 
plaudits for a fiscal policy which 
would tax consumers and earners 
in order to pay more ito savers. 
For the time being, therefore, the 
linking business ig proceeding more 
or Jess as usual. 

When linked loans were first in- 
troduced in this country — in the 
Tnid-"ffties — they were expected 
to provide a remedy against infla- 
tion. Now they have become ἃ self- 

rpetuating inflationary expedient. 
Nevertheless, nobody is suggesting 
the abolition of linking nor even the 
reintroduction of linking for deve- 
lopment loans and housing mort- 
gages in order to reduce the scram- 
ble for cheap (inflationary) State 
eredits. {Merely raising interest 
rates by a few per cent, as was 
suggested by the Governor of the 
Bank of Israel, would be of little 
avail, of course.) A solution for 
the mess we are in is hardly to be 
found in the economic textbooks.

DISENGAGEMENT FRO 


By ARI RATH 

On the face of it, disengagement means 
separation of Israel and Egyptian forces 
on the Suez Canal front. But barely a few 
hours after Israel's troops had pulled out 
on Monday from Adabiya, south of Suez 
city, and handed over the Suez-Cairo road 
to Unef contingents, the Egyptian army's 
Chief of Operations termed it a “great 
military victory.” The lUberation of Suez 
and of the Egyptian Third Army had@ come 
“ander heavy military pressure” by Egypt, 
he asserted, “forcing Israel to withdraw,” 
because it covld no longer stand this new 
war of attrition. 

Egypt’s jubilation though kept moderate 
did not come as 2 surprise. Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan is known to have been 
among those who anticipated even greater 
Egyptian celebrations over the liberation of 
Suez. He thought that one should even 
welcome Cairo’s satisfaction. It was ‘better 
than calling for 2a “jihad” — holy war. 
It meant defusing the tension. 

‘The ‘bitter pill of Jsrael’s withdrawal 
from the west bank of the Suez Canal to 
a new line, some 20 kilometres east of the 
waterway, sweetened only by the soldiers’ 
happy anticipation of getting home soon, 
should ‘be seen in the broader context of 
war and peace, 

Israel is, in a war at a time when it 
does not have a war objective. Tt does 
not seek to topple Sadat’s regime. It does 
not seek military conquests, elther in the 
direction of Cairo or on the road to Da- 
mascus. Until this week, Israel’s forces on 
the Suez front were deployed along over- 
extended, twisted and tense cease-fire lines, 
which neither side welcomed. The two 
super-powers, the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, were also extremely concerned over 
a military situation that was lIlkely to 
erupt into a full-scale war at any moment. 

If war does not bring any advantage, 
Israel should disengage from war, It should 
seek to attain less tense and more con- 
venient cease-fire lines, They would also 
make for better holding positions in case 
political negotiations become deadlocked 
and reach an impasse that would freeze 
the situation for some time. Israel needs a 
defence line that will protect its heartiand,

But above anything else, even if there 
is ‘only a park of truth in the assumption 
that President Sadat wants to lead Hgypt 
on the path of peace and reconstruction, 
Israel should seek ways and means of en- 
couraging Egypt in this direction. 

One of the important messages that Sec- 


retary of State Henry Kissinger carried - 


back from Aswan to Jerusalem was that 
Sadat’s policy outlines for his next cabinet 
have all the elements of a government that 
wants to create a transition from a state 
of war to a state of peace for ita own 
people. 

Even if they do not yet want to make 
peace with Israel we can at least create 
conditions that would enable them to move 
towards peace at hame.
